Fire forces residents to flee 


Houses evacuated 
as blaze rips through 
Northern Alberta

Wildfire tore through Northern Al¬ 
berta over the long weekend, taking 
with it a number of homes, and 
forcing some residents to leave 
theirs behind. 

Residents in the community of 
Newbrook, about 100 kilometres 


north of Edmonton, were asked by 
RCMP to evacuate on Friday, after 
flames crept closer to the townsite. 

"When you think that everything 
might be gone, it's scary," said 
Eileen Wientzel, who decided to 
take heed of the warning and leave 
town, taking family photos and ir¬ 
replaceable items with her. 

"When I got to Skeleton Lake to 
see my family, I realized they're 
what matters. Material things are 
just things." 

Dry conditions coupled with high 
winds over the weekend also cre¬ 


ated a recipe for disaster in other 
communities. The town of Bruder- 
heim lost five homes after a 40 km- 
wide blaze began Thursday 
afternoon. 

Bruderheim fire Chief Bob Cote 
said that the fire was under control 
yesterday afternoon. 

"It was really intense for a time 
because of the high winds," Cote 
said, adding that the streets in the 
village of 1,500 people were filled 
with smoke on Thursday. "It was 
eerie, because it was coming our 
way, but we set up defences that 


damage 

The blaze, which raged out of 
control until yesterday, took 
with it 2,000 hectares of forest, 
grassland and farmland, as well 
as two homes. 


made sure it didn't get farther than 
it did." 

Some outside help came in from 
our western neighbours over the 
weekend, as 68 forest firefighters 
were sent in to battle a number of 
infernos that were sparked across 


Alberta, five of which were listed as 
"out of control." 

Sustainable resources develop¬ 
ment wildlife officer Rob Harris 
said that his department, which pri¬ 
marily fights forest fires, sent out 50 
firefighters, two helicopters, and 
water bombers to Newbrook to help 
extinguish the flames. 

"They flew pretty low, it was 
something to see," said Newbrook 
General Store owner Daryl Wolan 
yesterday. "But more than anything, 
we desperately need rain."

The Villeneuve Airport, about 30 
kilometres northwest of Edmon¬ 
ton, is used as a primary training 
facility for the Edmonton Region 
and is owned by Edmonton Air¬ 
ports.

Open season on open urinals 


Controversial 
‘porta johns’ to 
cost city $20K

The wild atmosphere of 
Whyte Avenue just got a lit¬ 
tle bit raunchier, as open air 
urinals flowed back onto the 
streets of Old Strathcona over 
the weekend, deemed neces¬ 
sary by the city after a num¬ 


ber of vendor complaints. 

"Every summer I have to 
use bleach and water to 
clean the landing on my back 
door," said an employee at 
the Funky Pickle, a popular 
late-night pizza shop on the 
strip. 'And twice I've cleaned 
up after people decide they 
have to go number two." 

This is the second year the 
City of Edmonton has at¬ 
tempted to curb the pee 
problem on "the Ave.," but 
hasn't come without criti-

cism from vendors and those 
that shop, drink and just 
hang out in the area. 

"Considering the number of 


alternative solutions, it's the 
lowest-class fix. What are we, 
cattle?" asked Joelle John¬ 
ston, on an outdoor patio on 
Whyte yesterday afternoon. 

The urinals are being 
placed at three side-street lo¬ 
cations. The "porta johns" are 
put out at 10 p.m. Friday 
every night and taken away 
by 8 a.m. the next day. 
They'll be a fixture every Fri¬ 
day and Saturday night until 
September, and are costing 
the city $20,000. 


"That's disgusting," said 
Elephant and Castle manager 
Melanie Hill. "People won't 
be peeing in the alley, but it's 
still gross." 

The urinals are very pub¬ 
lic, with no doors or walls, 
and have enough room for 
four people at one time, and 
are strictly for men. 

Hill said that though she 
doesn't agree with publiciz¬ 
ing our private moments, it's 
technically not a fair system, 
as only men can use them. 


"Is the real problem walk¬ 
ing by someone while they're 
peeing, or stepping in some of 
it? That's never happened to 
me before," Johnston said, 
agreeing that permanent out¬ 
door bathrooms would be a 
better solution. 

"They've cultivated com¬ 
mon areas that are supposed 
to be open to the community 
down here, so why don't they 
have something like that in¬ 
stalled?"

INDEX Quebec's Yamaska 
River has a dubious distinc¬ 
tion: according to the federal 
government, it's the filthiest 
river in Canada. 

Environment Canada's 
2007 Canadian Environmen¬ 
tal Sustainability Index, 
which rated 395 rivers and 
waterways across the coun¬ 
try, gave the Yamaska an 
anemic 27.1 out of a possible 
100 points. 

Biologists say the main 
culprits are phosphorous, 
ammonia and nitrates—the 
results of pesticide and fer¬ 
tilizer runoff and the animal 
waste from the area's inten¬ 
sive and industrial-scale 
agriculture.

France considers 
happy hour ban 

Changes to liquor 
laws attempt to 
curb binge drinking 


France is considering a ban 
on happy hours in bars and 
on the sale of bottles of vodka 
and other strong liquor in 
nightclubs as part of efforts 
to curb binge drinking 
among young people, an offi¬ 
cial said yesterday. 

The proposed measures 
are being dis¬ 
cussed with 
producers and 
distributors of 
alcoholic 
drinks and de¬ 
cisions are ex¬ 
pected within 
weeks, said 
Etienne 
Apaire, head of 
a government body in charge 
of the fight against addiction 
to drugs or alcohol. 

"What we have seen in re¬ 
cent years is an increase in 
alcohol consumption among 
young people, and in particu¬ 
lar an increase in the kinds of 
behaviour that lead to 
drunkenness," Apaire told 
Reuters in a telephone inter¬ 
view.

ducted in 2005 showed about 
one in four French 17-year- 
olds reported getting drunk 
at least three times in the 
previous 12 months, while 
one in 10 said they had got 
drunk 10 times or more. 

Apaire said one possible 
measure to counter the trend 
would be to ban "open bar" 
schemes in which customers 
can have as many drinks as 
they can manage for a set 
price. Apaire said such 
schemes en- 
couraged 
drinking 
games and 
drunkenness. 

Also being 
considered is a 
ban on "happy 
hours", during 
which bars or 
nightclubs 
offer cheaper drinks to try to 
attract customers earlier in 
the evening. 

Other possible measures 
could include restricting the 
sale of vodka, whisky and 
other high-alcohol-content 
drinks in nightclubs to 
glasses, not bottles, and rais¬ 
ing the legal age at which 
people can buy alcoholic 
drinks to 18.

Canada’s youngest 
scientists show 
their stuff in U.S.

Desires to both learn about 
the world and work to change 
it for the better motivate 16 of 
Canada's brightest young 
minds. 

Hailing from high schools 
across all parts of the country, 
the 16 teenaged finalists cho¬ 
sen to represent Canada at the 
Intel International Science 
and Engineering Fair beamed 
with excitement at a recent 
showcase event before head¬ 
ing off to the site of this year's 
11th annual fair in Atlanta, 
Ga. 

"It's definitely been an ex¬ 
perience of a lifetime," said 
Michael Peters, 16, from Vic¬ 
toria, B.C. 

His invention is the defini¬ 
tion of simplicity: a wheel¬ 
chair that straps the user's 
legs into an array that keeps 
them in motion as the chair 
moves to prevent dangerous 
blood clots. Peters' grand¬ 
mother suffered a stroke in 
2002 so he built the chair with 
her legacy in mind. Peters de¬ 
signed his chair to be easily 
manufactured because he 
hopes it will go into real pro¬

Fitness nothing to sneeze at 


Allergy sufferers 
need not forgo 
outdoor exercise

I f you're the outdoorsy athletic 
type, it's the perfect time of year 
to head outside for some fresh 
air and exercise. But if you're also 
the allergic type, 
there's no worse 
season to do it. 

Pollens, dust 
mites, moulds, ani¬ 
mal dander and 
grasses are among 
other substances 
ready and waiting 
to take your breath 
away this season, 
but that doesn't 
mean you should 
confine yourself to 
staying indoors. There are various 
ways you can enjoy the great out¬ 
doors and keep your allergic reac¬ 
tions to a minimum, experts say, 
and some of them are fairly simple. 
"The message from allergists is 


don't suffer. Don't tough it out," says 
Dr. Susan Waserman, an allergist at 
McMaster University in Hamilton, 
Ont. 'Allergy season is very long and 
it affects work, school and play. 
There's enough data now that says 
it can be a great interference." 

Dr. Mark Greenwald of the Cana¬ 
dian Society of Allergy and Clinical 
Immunology says aside from treat¬ 
ing your allergies with immunizing 
shots, dedicated

exercisers can 
work out later in 
the day when 
cooling air cur¬ 
rents drop and 
the pollens they 
carry are at their 
lowest counts.

"It's the classic advice we (aller¬ 
gists) give people, and we realize 
how impractical this is," she says. 
"We don't want people to have to go 
to these dramatic measures in order 


for people to work out effectively. 
We'd like them to see their doctors 
and medicate." 

You can also 
reduce your 
reactions 
based on 
your sur¬ 
roundings, 
and the activi¬ 
ties you do. 

Beaches and 
concrete areas 
are better 
suited than 
forests or any¬ 
where else 
with heavy 
vegetation, 

Waserman 
says. 

More "allergy- 
friendly" exercises in¬ 
clude swimming and 
yoga, experts advise, 
while jogging is 
among the 
worst. Because 
of quicker 
breath- 
ing, run¬ 


ners will intake pollens at a faster 
rate, says Greenwald, adding you 
should intake air through the 
nose. 

"Mouth breathing gives 
allergens a more direct 
route to the lungs," he 
says. "The function of the 
nose, other than humidi¬ 
fying and warming the 
air, is a filter. If you elimi¬ 
nate the filter, a blocked nose 
for example, you're going to 
switch to mouth breathing 
earlier. We can get our lungs to 
react with spasms and in¬ 
flammation." 

But the best advice, al¬ 
lergists say, 


is to recognize and deal with the 
problem that causes reactions. 

"Run a very sharp knife across 
the palm of your hand," says Green¬ 
wald. "How long did it take for the 
damage to occur? Not long. How 
long will it take you to get 
better? A lot longer. 

Same idea with al¬ 
lergies. The spasm 
is short, but it's 
the stuff

Stay proactive 
to avoid reactions 
at spa: Expert

Going to a spa and being 
pampered with a massage, 
facial, manicure or pedicure 
is a luxury many people love 
to indulge in. But when you 
have allergies to specific 
skin-care products, the idea 
of going to the spa might not 
be so relaxing. 

Most allergy sufferers are 
aware of what causes their 
allergies, so if something 
used for one of the treat¬ 
ments could cause you to 
have a reaction, you should 
let the spa know, says Gaye 
Sihin, assistant manager at 
Elm Spa. 

"We encourage a proactive 
approach and sharing of in¬ 
formation at time of book¬ 
ing," says Sihin. 'As with 
most things, knowledge is 
power; the more information 
we have, the better. This will 
allow our spa care experts to 
prepare and make substitu-

tions as necessary." 

Some spas use products 
with natural ingredients but 
even still, reactions may 
occur. Mike Nasser, owner of 
Avalon Salon and Spa in Cal¬ 
gary, says his spa uses mostly 
water-based products to 
avoid reactions. 

"People with allergies 
would have to use something 
that's water based, so that 
includes anything you put on 
the face or anything you put 
in the water for pedicures," 
he says. 

For those with severe nut 
allergies, avocado mud masks 
might also pose a danger. 

"You have to read and get 
educated about the product 
carefully," Nasser says. "If 
you have a product you use 
at home, you could bring it 
with you and we'll use that 
instead. 

"You'll have to talk to the 
esthetician beforehand to do 
a test, so for example in the 
hair business, if you're aller¬ 
gic to the hair colouring we 
put a little spot behind your 
ear to examine what the re¬ 
action is going to be."

Movie veteran 
shares secrets from 
National Treasure 2

On a private road on the 
grounds of a palatial estate in 
Bedfordshire outside London, 
under the roaring flightpath 
of Luton airport, a group of 
professional stunt drivers are 
recreating a scene from Na¬ 
tional Treasure 2 for the edi¬ 
fication of the international 
press. Groups of journalists 
are being rotated through the 
site, packed into a series of 
cars, and driven wildly down 
the road while a truck tosses 
beer kegs at them, in an at¬ 
tempt to duplicate a scene 
from the movie shot a year 
earlier in downtown London. 

Overseeing it all is Graham 
Kelly, a 30-year movie stunt 
veteran who had the title "ac¬ 
tion vehicle supervisor" for 
the Disney film starring 
Nicolas Cage and Jon Voight. 
The beard and wild hair, he 
explains, were grown in re¬ 
cently to double Anthony 
Hopkins in The Wolf Man, 
then in production in Eng¬ 
land. 

Four times today he'll 
stand just next to the country 
road with his walkie-talkie 


giving cues and anxiously 
watching his team of stunt 
drivers hurl journalists 
around the inside of specially 
prepared cars while the beer 
kegs — actually made of fi¬ 
breglass and foam rubber — 


rain down on them and 
bounce around the road. 

"I sort of fell into it really," 
he recalls, looking back on 
how he ended up here. 'A 
friend of mine, my best 
friend, his father was a stunt 


man. He naturally progressed 
into stunts and I went with 
him. Nowadays it's a much 
different kettle of fish, be¬ 
coming a stunt man. They 
have very stringent rules. 
You have to have six qualifi¬ 


cations up to a gold standard 
in things like martial arts, 
riding, diving, all these kind 
of things, before you're eligi¬ 
ble to become a stunt man. 
You only ever get the best 
people." 

The car chase that anchors 
the first half of National 
Treasure 2 is considered one 
of the biggest, and certainly 
the fastest, that's ever been 
filmed in central London. It 
took six weeks to shoot, with 
Kelly and his team rehearsing 
every collision and rollover 
on a course outside the city, 
and shooting at a breakneck 
pace over the weekends, 
when the business and 
tourist heart of London could 
be safely locked down and 
dressed up. 

"The thing about stunts," 
Kelly tells us, "is that the 
smallest stunt has to be done 
as properly as the biggest 
stunt, and it's the smallest 
stunt that'll get you hurt and 
not the biggest stunts, be¬ 
cause there's so much prepa- 
| ration taken into high falls 
K and fire jobs and car 
turnovers and that. I special¬ 
ize in horses, and basically 
it's you, the horse and the 
ground, and it hurts a lot 
more than rolling a car. Horse 
boys have the hardest job in 
films, I think, and I am one, 
so of course I'll say that." 


Stage set for American Idol showdown

Mad dash to finish films

Directors cut it 
close at Cannes 

J ust call them the Last- 
Minute Wave. Even as 
the Cannes Film Festival 
begins its sixth full day today, 
many directors are franti¬ 
cally rushing to finish their 
films, or just now taking a 
breath. 

Brazilian director Walter 
Salles pulled an all-nighter, 
staying up until 5 a.m. 
Thursday in Paris subtitling 
his coming-of-age tale Linha 
De Passe so it could make its 
festival debut Saturday. He 
had finished colour-grading 
and posting the film just a 
few days before. 

Steven Soderbergh is ap¬ 
parently holed up in a post¬ 
production facility finishing 
work on his two-part, 268- 
minute Che Guevara movie, 
which unspools tomorrow. 
It's expected to be such a race 
to the finish that one wag 
speculated he'll still be edit¬ 
ing the second part while 
Croisette audiences are 
watching the first part. 

And Wim Wenders? Well, 
no one really seems to know 


where the Teutonic helmer is, 
though he's apparently in his 
own mad dash to finish The 
Palermo Shooting before the 
movie fires up next Saturday. 

"This is one of those years 
where everybody follows the 
Wong Kar Wai trend," said 
Salles, referring to the Hong 
Kong director famous for cut¬ 
ting it close. "Unfortunately, 
we're not all Wong Kar Wais." 

As Salles points out, there's 


always the odd director or 
two still finishing their film 
just before things kicks off on 
the Croisette. But this year is 
sporting an unusually large 
number, with the group also 
including Clint Eastwood, 
whose Angelina Jolie film, 
Changeling, still needed 
enough work that it was the 
subject of frequent in-and- 
out reports before the fest. 

How close are some cut¬ 


ting it? So close the actual 
festival screening date can 
make all the difference. 

Fernando Meirelles was 
pushing hard on Blindness — 
then learned his was the 
opening-night film last 
Wednesday. 

"I thought we'd get a slot 
at the end of the festival and 
we'd have more time," he 
said. 

The last-minute work has¬ 
n't resulted in anyone miss¬ 
ing their deadlines—yet. But 
it does raises the question: 
Since the fest happens the 
same time every year, why is 
there so much cramming? 

One factor is that an¬ 
nouncements and decisions 
came in later than usual this 
year, giving the directors a 
little less notice than usual. 

But the biggest reason may 
be the productions are more 
complicated, whether it's 
cross-border productions like 
Blindness or movies of epic 
proportions like Che. 

"Directors are taking 
longer," one insider said, "be¬ 
cause they're trying to do 
more with their films."

Gossip Girl meets hype machine 


THE LAST BIG THING: Last 
month, New York maga¬ 
zine put Gossip Girl on the 
cover, with a long piece 
full of slack-jawed, over¬ 
written prose inoculated 
with just enough sarcasm 
to evoke the you-were- 
there-at-the-cultural- 
Ground-Zero mood that 
the magazine’s best fea¬ 
tures once did so well, 
back when they printed 
the cover story that be¬ 
came the basis for Satur¬ 
day Night Fever. 

The story, written by Jes¬ 
sica Pressler and Chris 
Rovzar, gets off to a breath¬ 
less start with a group of 
bridge-and-tunnel teens on 
the prowl one Manhattan 
weekend, going into a 
frenzy by a sighting of 
Penn Badgely, who plays 
Dan Humphrey on the CW 
network show. The writers 
^■ 


f f 1 
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shift their tone to qualify 
their love of the show as 
ironic, at least at first. “At 
first we cloaked our adora¬ 
tion in irony,” Pressler and 
Rovzar write. “‘It’s awe¬ 
somely bad,’ we explained 
to friends. ‘You know, like 
Showgirls. Or a Bloomin’ 
Onion.’ 

“But before long we were 
covering the show pretty 
much exhaustively on the 
Daily Intelligencer, the 
blog we write on 
nymag.com.” 


First of all, I don’t know 
what a Bloomin’ Onion is 
either, but my alarm bells 
go off when I realize that 
I’m reading something 
written by people who 
write a blog that appears 
on the website of a print 
publication. 

These are the ambitious 
young freelancers who’ve 
lucked out and landed a 
contract gig doing the web- 
only content that the pub¬ 
lishers and top editors 
don’t really read — or even 
understand — but were 
told they need for credibil¬ 
ity’s sake to seem like they 
know what they’re talking 
about when they discuss 
“future strategies” and 
“new media” with Market¬ 
ing magazine. 

The writers who get 
these gigs are usually cul¬ 
tural omnivores, host to a 


variety of enthusiasms, ac¬ 
tive and latent, who need 
to be able to say that some¬ 
thing is hot when asked 
questions like, “So, what’s 
hot?” by people who report 
to the people who sign 
their paycheque. 

In the New York piece, 
we’re told, for instance, 
that Gossip Girl is “the 
Greatest Teen Drama of All 
Time,” that it’s “changing 
the very model of a suc¬ 
cessful TV show,” and that 
it “offers profound social 
commentary.” 

“The show mocks our su¬ 
perficial fantasies while 
satisfying them,” writes 
Pressler and Rovzar, “allow¬ 
ing us to partake in the 
over-the-top pleasures of 
the irresponsible superrich 
without anxiety or guilt or 
moralizing. It’s class war¬ 
fare as blood sport.” 


Well, since you put it 
that way. Of course, if by 
“changing the model of a 
successful TV show” you 
mean getting mediocre rat¬ 
ings, then the revolution is 
now, according to a piece 
in last week’s National 
Post, which quoted Rovzar 
admitting that the show is 
“overhyped.” 

“I don’t mean that in 
quality,” Rovzar said, “be¬ 
cause obviously I love the 
show and I think it’s a 
great time, but it is over¬ 
hyped in terms of success. 
It’s not a huge success at 
all...

Farrell did not elaborate as to how he 
lost the weight, instead quoting a line from * * 
the Scott Anderson novel on which the 
movie is based: "Once his beard 
was gone, he saw that his face 
had become drawn. He pressed 
at the hollows beneath his 
eyes, the pronounced nubs 
of his cheek bones."
